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Intelligence analysts agree that the combat units the 
Soviets began withdrawing from Atghanistan on October 15 (6 
tanks and the greater part of two motorized rifle regiments 
were largely introduced into Afghanistan subsequent ^to 
Gorbachev's July 28 Vladivostok speectuannouncing tnle 
withdrawal of tftx~regiments from Afghanistan, In an effort 
expose this deception in time to blunt any gains the Soviet 
hope to make in the UN General Assembly debate and vote on 
annual Afghanistan resolution (November 4-5), the following 
plan of action was developed at an interagency meeting on 
October 22. 
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The Ambassadors and DCM's of the following countries are 
being invited, per the following schedule, for one hour INR 
briefings in the Department. 

October 28 : Pakistan - 1400 

NATO, Australia, Japan - 1500 
China - 1600 

October 29 ; ASEAN - 1000

In New York,** in coordination with the Pakistani UN permrep, 
a similar set of briefings is being arranged for other UN 
mission permreps, UN officials, and visiting principals who may 
be in town. --In addition, the text of the briefing will be 
relayed to all diplomatic and consular posts for briefing host 
governments, as appropriate.
